U.S. Patent No. 5,208,226 issued from serial number 07/753,906, which is a 
continuation of serial number 07/578,606 was filed on September 7, 1990, now 
abandoned. 

U.S. Patent 5,270,305 disclaims the terminal part of any patent granted on U.S. 
serial number 07/753,907 which would extend beyond the expiration date of the full 
statutory term of any patent granted on U.S. serial number 07/753,906. At the time 
of issuance of the '305 patent, the term of the '226 patent was 17 years from the date 
it issued, which would be May 4, 2010. This is the expiration date correctly noted in the 
Notice portion on the face of the '305 patent. 

However, due to legislation enacted after the '305 patent issued, the full statutory 
term of the '226 patent is the longer of 17 years from issue date or 20 years from its 
filing date. The twenty year date is longer and expires on September 7, 2010. 

Therefore, the full statutory term of the '226 patent expires on September 7, 
2010. The disclaimed portion of U. S. Patent 5,207,305 is therefore the portion of the 
term subsequent to the September 7, 2010 date of expiration of U.S. Patent No. 
5,208,226. Accordingly, the portion of the term of this patent subsequent to the date 
of expiration of the '226 patent, which is September 7, 2010 should be indicated in 
the Notice portion on the face of the '305 patent and not May 4, 2010 as is currently 
indicated on the face of the patent.
